Whenev er any man leav es his 
awfully wedded wife and attaches 
himself to ano ther wo man, " lu st” is 
the wo rd to use and no t the wo rd 
affinity . 
"Artist Earle 
claims 
that he is 
mo v ed by his artistio temperament. 
If that is the case, the wo rld has many 
artists, who nev er wielded a brush, 
but instead nsed a weapo n to effect­ 
iv ely break np ho mes and clo the with 
stigma fair names. 
These same peo ple 
after a while grew 
tired 
o f their 
affinities and 'cast them adrift, no t 
caring whether a ho use o f ill repnte, 
o r 
a suicide’s grav e remained fo r 
them. 
"In this pro sey wo rld in which we 
liv e, the laws o f Go d and man do no t 
reco gnize an 
affinity just o v er the 
matrimo nial fence, and such a claim 
is no t reco gnized any mo re than a 
thief may claim that there was an 
affinity l>etw» en him and the diamo nd 
he sto le, and therefo re the theft was 
justifiable. ” 
Rev . R. W Abberly , pasto r o f the 
Main Street Christian ehurch, said : 
‘The theo ry o f so -called ‘affinity ’ ¡v s 
an ex cuse to pnt away a life partner 
with the purpo se^ o f marriy ng ano ther 
is bo rn o f the ev il passio ns o f man’s 
unregenerate heart. 
The o ld law o f 
Go d said, 'Tho o shalt 
no t co mmit 
adultery ," and mo dern plural mar­ 
riages, whether in the fo rm o f Mo r­ 
mo n po ly gamy o r the legalized mar­ 
riage o f a number o f wo men in 
a ser­ 
ies is a^hreach o f the o ld law against 
impurity . 
The integrity o f the mar­ 
riage relatio n and ¡the purity o f the 
ho mes 
are 
essential 
safeguards o f 
Amercan civ ilizatio n.” 
Rev . J F. Co wling, pasto r o f the 
First Presby terian church giv es hi* 
v iews in brief as fo llo ws o n the ques­ 
tio n o f plo ral marriages and "so nl 
affinity :” 
"I ho ld the same v iew a* 
that o f Sam J o nes, who « aid, ‘When 
I married that Kentucky 
girl I shut 
my ey e« to all o ther wo men. ’ 
A man 
o ught to hav e sense eno ugh to kno w 
his "so ul’s affinity ” befo re he marries 
and o nce he has taken the so lemn v o w 
he sho uld no t seek separatio n fro m 
the o ne he has wed, witho ut a B ibli­ 
cal cause, and the Bible teaching is 
v ery plain in this m atter.”
